FEDERALS CLAIM 
DECISIVE VICTORY 


They Say They Have Villa's 


Army On the Run. 


FIGHTING HAS BEEN FURIOUS 


Out of the Many Conflicting Reports 


Regarding the Tide of Battle at Tor­ 


reon One Tragic Note Is Dominant 


in All, and That Is That the Loss of 


Life on Both Sides Has Been Enor­ 
mous. 


Mexico City, March 27.—Despite all 
efforts of rebel sympathizers to dis­ 
credit the federal victory at Torreon, 
it seems to be certain that the federals 
at that place have crushingly defeated 
General Villa. 
Washington, March 27.—Charge Ai­ 
mara of the Mexican embassy here has 
made public a telegram received from 
his government to the effect that the 
federals again had repulsed General 
Villa's attack on Torreon. 


El Paso, March 27.—That desperate 


fighting is going on in the vicinity ot 
Torreon; that the loss has been tre- 
; mendous on both sides, and that the 
reports are conflicting as to who is 
j winning, is all that is positive regard- 
! Ing the effort of the rebel army of 
I Pancho Villa to capture the federal 
stronghold of Torreon. 
Miguel Diebold, local consul general 
of the Huerta government, asserts that 
i he has dispatches telling of rebel de­ 
feats and shows messages to his office 
to prove it. 
The newspaper eorre- 
! ependents at the front have been ef- 
j fectively “bottled up” by Villa, and he 
says there will be no press messages 
for the border until he takes Torreon. 
Villa's officials in Juarez asserted 
that Villa was not driven hack at El 
Verjel. On the contrary, the assertion 
is made that Villa returned to El Ver­ 
jel, which is and has been his field 
headquarters for several days, to get 
into communication with Juarez and 
Chihuahua, and that all was going well 
for him at Gomez Palacio at that time, 
although fighting continued. 
He was accompanied to El Verjel by 
400 cavalary, they assert, but was not 
retreating, and later returned to the 
front. 
At the time he returned to El 
Verjel. they declare, he had almost 
complete possession of the Gomez Pal­ 
acio and the army was attacking Tor­ 
reon, just as earlier dispatches report 
ed. 
This explanation clarifies the air 
somewhat regarding rebel dispatches 
that had appeared much at variance. 
The explanation that. Villa only came 
back to be at his field headquarters

In a 
message given out by the consul gen­ 
eral. .Minister of War Blanquet wired: 
“Entirely false is tin news of rebel 
victories around Torreon. On the con. 
trary the rebels have suffered serious 
defeats wherever they have attempted 
any offensive movements.” 
Rumors began to fly last night at 7 
o’clock that Torreon had fallen to tho 
rebels. 
The information bureau in 
Juarez, when asked regarding the ru 
mors, gave out this: 
“A message has 
just been received from Chihuahua 
saying that good news Tor our cause 
has been received there. 
We think it 
may mean that Torreon has fallen.” 
Half an hour later Juarez declared that 
Villa had whipped the federals all back 
across the Nazas river into Torreon 
and was closing in on the city of Tor­ 
reon with his entire force from ail 
sides. The Juarez officials at the same 
time made the assertion that Villa re­ 
lented that the federal garrison made 
an attempt to escape to the south to­ 
day but was driven back. 
The rebels 
claim that the advantage is decidedly 
with their forces and that the fighting 
is very close. 
There is a general tendency here, in 
view of persistent rebel claims of sue 
cess at Torreon and lack of any very 
late federal claims of victory or denial 
of rebel leports, to believe that tire 
rebels are getting the best of the fight 
It is thought that the fedral reports 
are likely quite old, A significant fact 
Is that neither side has lost any off! 
cers of prominence. 
This leads some 
to doubt the hot character of the fight­ 
ing claimed by both sides. 


Word From the Front. 
City of Mexico, March 27.—Confirm- 
ation of the reported defeat of General 
Villa's army at Torreon by federal 
forces under General Velasco is given 
in a message received at the Mexican 
war office. 
The rebels are said to be 
retreating at Bermejillo, a town on tho 
railroad twenty miles north of Torre­ 
on. At the war office it was said that 
the message was sent from a town 
thirty-seven miles northeast of the bat­ 
tlefield, and was filed by a federal off!
